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April 7, 2004, it has been for more than 14 months in the hands of the 
Petition Attorney. Just on June 16, 2004, which is the date of my first status 
inquiry, workflow was started for an incoming petition IFW and for an 
incoming amendment IFW. 

On August 20, 2004, Nancy Johnson, as the Petition Attorney in charge 
of this pending petition, promised the patentee on phone that a decision 
would be made by the end of September 2004 at the latest. On this occasion, 
she told that this workflow start did not mean really anything. 

Could you please intercede so that a decision could be delivered on this 
previous petition? 

Patent number: 6,505,391 Bl, for which this pending petition has been 
filed, has been issued for more than two years and incertitude still remains 
upon its wording (a certificate of important correction is blocked because 
this previous petition has not yet been decided) and its duration.
